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FASTC Project Public Meeting. 
January 7, 2010. 
Queen Anne's County High School. 

>> Okay. Can everybody hear me back there? Good. 
All right good evening ladies and gentlemen and welcome to 
this public forum about the Foreign Affairs Security 
Training Center. My name is it Chuck Raderstorf. I'm the 
public director tr bureau of the diplomatic security at the 
state department. Today's meeting and the one scheduled for 
the 23rd is a follow-up to the public overview meeting. 

Just a couple of administrative announcements. 
For your safety we ask you please keep the aisles clear. 

You'll have an opportunity to ask questions 
verbally. If you do not wish to ask a question in this 
particular forum you can always submit a written comment and 
questions on the comment card that was provided to you in 
the packet when you came in. You can drop the comment card 
in the boxes out in the lobby or you can mail it to the 
address on the card. 

To begin the presentation I'd like to introduce 
Mr. Adam Bodner. Adam is the director of the office of real 
property management at the Department of State. Adam. 

>> Good evening. My name Adam Bodner. Thank you for 
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coming out here tonight and meeting with us. I was here 



last night and it was very clear that — 

>> Sir, please put the microphone up to your mouth. 
>> I was here last month. It was clear that everyone 
has different understandings of the overall project. 
Despite that those first two meetings really helped us 
understand the issues and concerns of the communicate and 
provides us with a lot of valuable information for the 
environmental assessment. We didn't have all the answers 
last month because all we had done was the site selection. 
Now we're doing the environmental assessment. We started it 
with you last month and we have a lot more information 
tonight. Probably still we won't have all the answers but 
we've done a lot of work over the last month and we're 
updating you today on where we are right now. 

Our agenda and goals for tonight. First back up a 
little and summarize the site selection process and how we 
got to Queen Anne's County in the first place. 

We also want to explain the project and our 
activities and the activities we would not do on the site. 

Next we want to go through the findings of your 
study so far. We want to talk about next steps, and 
opportunities to continue the conversation with you about 
this project. And of course we want to spend lots of time 
on question and answers. 
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So I'm going to summarize the site selection and 
then turn it back over to Chuck to go through the project 



activities . 

So how do we get to Queen Anne's County in the 
first place? Before we started even to evaluate sites we 
developed a couple of key criteria that any site had to 
meet. We needed a minimum of 1250 developable acres that's 
how much land we needed to put the activities together. And 
the site had to be no more than 150 miles from 
Washington DC. And the 150-mile requirement answers a few 
questions from last month which was why not put this out 
west where they have lots of room. There's lots of answers 
to that question. Number someone all of our classroom and 
diplomatic training is Washington DC. And Washington is the 
state department headquarters. The second reason is 
150 miles is about a two and a half hours drive which we 
thought was the most we could reasonably ask trainer and 
others do if they had to go back and forth in one day. 
Second question we've heard a lot is why not put this on a 
military basis baste like Aberdeen or Quantico or fort — 
hill. Federal regulations require us to check with all 
federal agencies and look for existing federal property 
before buying new federal property. And we definitely did 
that. The military has a lot going on and they were too biz 
and they would not give us any land. So they were unable to 
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accommodate our requirement. And we're not part of the 
military . 

So we had to go to the market to the private 
sector for this requirement. I want to mention also that 



one of the goals of the stimulus act which is funding this 
project is to bring economic and employment opportunities to 
areas of the country that are outside the major metropolitan 
and business areas. Most you have probably know we 
advertised in late June. And this site which was already 
ton was offered to us along with many others. We spent all 
summer and fall evaluating. We made site visits. Obtained 
all the publicly available information that we could and did 
studies. For every site we looked at a large variety of 
information and criteria. We looked at were there any 
easements on the site. Any landfill, hazardous waste dumps. 
Infra structure in the community like roads and utilities. 
Local amenities, where the restaurants and hotels within the 
area. Dozens and dozens of criteria. And by no site was 
perfect. But by the end of November we were pretty 
confident this was the best site. So even though we came 
out publicly then and said this is our preferred site, what 
does that really men mean? It just means that it's our 
preference. But now we have to hear what all the issues 
are. It's through these meetings and your written comments 
that we learn all the things we need to study and focus on 



and determine the impacts of. 

You're telling us and we want too get this 
information from you. 

This is exactly the environmental assessment 
process. We began and it we want to finish it with you and 



we with want to let the results of this process guide our 
decisions. Thank you. 

>> Okay. Talk a little about the training center 
activities. Of course in review bureau of the diplomatic 
security we currently conduct in 19 locations around the 
United States. Current situation is inefficient, expensive 
and unduly burdensome to the tax payers. This training 
center will improve our efficiency and improve the standards 
of the training programs for purpose they serve. We group 
our training into two categories. Soft and hard skills. 
First the soft skills. We plan to build state of the art 
classrooms. Simulation and practical application 
laboratories. Fitness center. Hard skills training we plan 
to construct a series of the indoor and outdoor weapons 
firing ranges designed to be used with a wide array of the 
small arms ammunition. All f those designed and constructs 
so the rounds cannot exit the confines of the range. No 
rounds will leave the facility. No lead will contaminant 
the ground water. The design and construction o operation 
will meet or exceed ule environmental regulation Its. We 



plan to have an explosive detonation area. Charges will 
range in size from a low of 2-ounces to the largest charge 
of 3 pounds. 

The largest blast will not occur routinely. No 
more than six times a year. And only during normal working 
operating hours 8:00 to 5:00 Monday through Friday. No 
evenings or weekends . 



We plan to construct several mock urban 
environments on the site. Streets buildings and facades 
designed to assimilate a variety of urban scenarios. Some 
nor live fire. Look like the others these will be designed 
to fully contain all the rounds so there's no chance of them 
exiting the facility. 

Hard skills also includes driving tracks. The 
tracks are modern two lane road courses that replicate 
normal and emergency driving conditions. Let me emphasize 
the vehicles used on these tracks are not race cars. These 
are normal vehicles seen on any seethe city treat. 

To support we'll need to provide various support 
elements. Dormitories housing up to 450 students. Dining 
facilities recreation opportunities and on site medical and 
fire emergency services. A multifaceted training facility 
of this nature of course requires infrastructure upgrades 
power and fresh water waste water treatment 
telecommunications. All these considerations are being 



included in the planning for this particular project. Now 
let's talk little bit about what we won't do. 

We have personnel that operate in dangerous places 
all over the world. No sere, it's necessary to expose them 
to some heavy weaponry. Some have mistakenly assumed that 
the activity would take place on the proposed training site 
here in Queen Anne's County. Let me reiterate it was never 
envisioned this type of heavy weaponed training or 



helicopter training will be conducted here. These 
activities require a much larger facility. DS is currently 
looking for alternate sites for this type of training. 

At this point I'd like to introduce Ms. Ellyn 
Goldkind. She's also the state department project manager 
for this particular project. Ellyn. 

>> Thank you Chuck. Good evening. My name is Ellyn 
Goldkind. And as Chuck just mentions I'm the project 
manager for the training center project. And I'd to thank 
you very much for submitting all your comments and questions 
that we've received over the last month. We've grouped them 
into several categories that you see here. And we've 
answered the top 40 questions. And they're included in the 
packet. I hope you were able to pick up tonight. I'm not 
going to go through all of the questions. There were 
several hundred. But but I would like to share some of our 
findings to date. 
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Since they begin to address some your most 
critical concerns. 

The test if it diagram that was introduced in 
January generated some very good feedback. And we've now 
developed two draft site plan alternatives that will be 
studied in the environmental assessment. They're called 
build alternatives under the national environmental policy 
act in case... but they're the same terminology as the site 
alternative . 

There are six key differences between the two 



alternatives. But what I think is most important are the 
similarities. Both retain 90 percent open space. That's 
about a ten percent of the land developed with impervious 
surface. They each include a vegetative buffer at the 
surface which you see in dark green. And both include most 
of the hard skills training on the west portion of the site 
on the hunt Ray parcel. And that was intention toll keep 
the most noise generating operations as far as we could get 
from the state park. 

The alternatives I just showed you reflect the 
entire training center when it's fully built which we 
anticipate will take at least three to five years. Our goal 
however is to begin just a portion of the construction or 
phase one is what we've been calling it. And we hope to 
start that by the end of the year. That'll be limited to 



site infrastructure and four training ven yous so we can get 
the campus starting and allow some of the training 
activities to begin. Also creates jobs which was one of the 
goals we were tasked with when we were awarded the stimulus 
money . 

So you're a critical part of the process for 
moving forward. And the public workshop we held earlier 
this evening with you was a great opportunity for us and e 
hope for you to if you were able to attend to start focusing 
together on the solutions that would benefit us all and also 
letting us know more issues we may need to be looking into 



further . 

In case you weren't able to attend I'm going over 
some of the findings of our team tonight and we'll also post 
the products and the feedback from the workshop on the 
website in the next few weeks. 

Before I begin, I want to acknowledge that we 
still don't have all the answers. The process is still 
early. It's very lengthy. And if we don't somewhere the 
answers tonight we'll work very hard to get you the answers 
quickly. We ask for your patience. It's important us to 
that you have the right answer and the thorough information. 
Sometimes that just takes a bit of time. 

So the concern you expressed the most in your 
comments that you submitted was about noise. How loud will 

we be? And how often will you hear us? So our sound 
engineers have been studying existing noises at and around 
the site. And they've also been using computer models to 
determine potential sound levels from our training 
activities . 

Their readings show an average impulse noise, 
which is a noise that lasts for about a second or less to be 
about the equivalent of a shg shotgun that you might hear 
routinely during opportunity hunting seasons. There will be 
a lot of quieter times and a sometimes where our noise 
levels exceed that. 

And some of the things we plan to reduce include 
enclosing the firing ranges with walls and baffles. Which 



is also a safety measure. As well as organic solutions, 
walls berms and the vegetation. We have a lot of open space 
and currently estimate we'll be planting approximately a 
hundred thousand new trees and shrubs of all sizes not just 
to help lessen the sound but also to reduce your carbon 
footprint . 

And although the project is very large in scope, 
the keys of the success are really in the details. This 
section shows just one example of how physical design is 
being explored as a way to control the sound. 

So what we're envisionings here what this shows 
you is a training area with a five foot berm around all the 

edges and vegetation at the top. 

Related to noise we've heard a lot about the 
explosives demonstrations and training that will occur as 
part of our training functions. We heard these very early 
on and as Chuck mentions I do want too reiterate that the 
loudest charges of one and a half and three pounds will 
occur approximately 3 to 6 times a year. No more than 6 
times. And the largest regular detonation which is about 
two times a week is about a half a pound charge. And this 
might sound like a power nail gun close by or a power tool 
that you're familiar with. 

So in addition to using physical barriers to 
reduce sound we've talked to other facilities and talked 
about how they mitigate their sound. And their operational 



methods do that in particular, or for example at the 
Maryland state police facility in Sykesville they have a two 
week and one week notification system for local residences 
residents and also schedule their demonstrations in advance 
and also during working hours. And we're committed to 
working with you to implement similar measures or new ones 
that we may not have thought of yet . 

You've stressed the importance of the local 
traffic and transportation networks. We understand and 
share your concerns. Particularly for the 301, 304 
intersection. We've met with the state and representatives 

for the county to gain formal traffic impact study. And one 
goal of that study is to formulate solutions as well as an 
implementation plan to improve that intersection. 

The study will also evaluate impacts to three 
other nearby intersections as well as the potential 
entrances to the campus. 

We've started to explore ways to fit into the 
agricultural land recognizing the importance of open space 
and the cultural heritage here. We value the open space 
like you do and the visual qualities of the county. And we 
plan to include a 300-foot vegetative buffer at all 
perimeter edges . To give you an idea that ' s about the 
length of a football field. And it will be necessary to 
fence the facility. It is a secure federal facility. But 
the plan for that fencing is to locate it approximately 100 
to 200 feet from the property line or the road edge. 



That might be from the equivalent of if you leave 
the high school from the high school door to the road to 
304 . 

With regard to Ruthsburg training venues have been 
moved further west to allow for more 600 feet of vegetative 
area between the residences and any training venue. 

And we're exploring a host of ways to meet and 
exceed all regulations and standards related to sustainable 
design. You've asked a lot of questions and expressed 

concern about how we might address the impact the health of 
Chesapeake bay. Local water ways effect light pollution. 
Local species. The environmental assessment will evaluate 
all these issues. We have begun. We don't have all the 
answers yet. But I would like to mention that state and 
federal agencies that we've contacted have confirmed there 
are no threatened or endangered species nesting on the site. 

And lastly we also received comments in support of 
the project. Its potential to add value to the county both 
from economic standpoint and by creating jobs that would 
eliminate the need for people to cross the bay bridge every 
day. As we mentioned last month we envision at least 400 
entirely new positions and several hundred construction 
related jobs with each phase of construction. 

And a more detailed economic study has been 
started. We don't is have all the statistics for you yet. 
But I would like to tell you that impacts at similar 



development, the most comparable one being Lanco Georgia 
where they have the federal law enforcement training center. 
Have proven to bring substantial opportunities to the 
surrounding community. Is and we're working to get you some 
of those answers in the short-term. 

So the best way we can make this work for you is 
with your ongoing participation. We hope you'll continue to 
let us know what you think works and what doesn't. And help 

us to make sure we're getting you the information that you 
want and that you need. 

There are two new initiatives weave we'd like to 
undertake. The first is establish a structured liaison 
relationship to make sure there is regular dialogue with the 
community. And the second is to meet with local groups and 
community organizations if you'll extend the invitation. In 
case you don't you don't have to write down this information 
by the way. In the packet you received this evening there 
is a small business card on the right-hand side which has 
all the phone numbers and email addresses if you'd like us 
to meet with you. 

So before we move onto the if question and answer 
portion of tonight's meeting I'd like to share some of the 
next steps we're planning to take. This meeting will be 
repeated with tt same presentation next Tuesday February 23 
from 6:00 to 8:00 p.m. here in the auditorium. 

Our consultation and studies for environmental and 
historic preservation reviews ongoing. Due to all the snow 



that we all braved over the last few weeks we've extended 
the NEPA comment period again. It's now March 12. It was 
originally February 19. If you have comments please send 
them. And if you haven't formulated them yet you now have 
till the 12th. 

The direct environmental assessment is released to 

end of March or beginning of April. And once we release the 
draft EA we'll have another meeting in the early in the 
public review period. 

So with that I'd like to thank you again for your 
participation. Turn the mic back over to Chuck. He'll 
begin the question and answer session. 

>> Okay. It's time for the question and answer 
session. I think that's what most of you really wanted to 
be here for tonight. Before we get started with that I'd 
like to introduce the group of individuals that are here 
tonight to be answering your questions from the various 
organizations . 

So if I could just have you stand and face the 
audience real quick as you introduce folks and then we'll 
get going. 

First Mr. Ed Myers project executive from the 
public building service mid Atlantic region for GSA. 
Ms. Katrina Scarpato. Regional quality advisor. 

Department of State of course we have Alan Bodner 
director of office of real property management and Ellyn 



Goldkind the architect for the design and construction 
division and project manager for the state department. 

From the bureau of diplomatic security Jeff Culver 
the director of the diplomatic security service. 

And our team of technical consultants 

Mr. Christopher Peoples architect and project lead from 
KCCT. KCCT. Mr. Alan Harwood from AECOM. Mr. Christopher 
pollic from acoustical engineering. And Mr. Kevin fallen 
from Wells and associates transportation and traffic. 

Okay. With that let's talk about questions and 
answers to be pretty much similar to the last question and 
answer session we had. 

Can I have the individuals my three guys with the 
microphones identify yourselves. You'll see them in the 
aisle. And if you would please when you're ready to ask a 
question just raise your hand. I'll try and call on you. 
Put my glasses on. I can't see that far back. And I just 
beg your indulgence and your patience. I will eventually 
get to everyone. We're committed to stay as long as you 
want to ask questions. Okay? 

Okay sir, right down here in front. We'll just 
start with you. 

>> Yes I have a question about the consolidation of 
the 19 facilities. I know the purpose of the consolidation 
was to originally the scope was to consolidate all 
facilities. Now it's a partial consolidation. Would it be 
better spent doctor you you're saying you're trying to save 



the taxpayers money by consolidating. Why don't you find 
site just a little larger somewhere else that can handle all 
other other high end explosives that they very well may end 

upcoming here at some point when you decide to expand this 
facility and use that same excuse that you need to put it 
all in one place later. 

(Applause) . 

>> Okay. Thank you very much. And you covered a 
couple of different topic areas in there so let me try and 
address them as I remember them. And if I don't cover them 
all please come back. 

First for clarification. We're consolidating the 
functions that currently happen at these 19 facilities. The 
state department doesn't own the 19 facilities that we 
currently train in. We train at military bases, commercial 
enterprises. We rent office and classroom space. So the 
goal we're trying to accomplish is to take the functions 
that occur in these various locations and centrally locate 
them to improve efficiency in terms of cost and 
organizational synergies by having us all in one place. 

Second part why would we not try to find a larger 
parcel of land where we could do everything? Okay. We've 
heard this numerous times and as Adam had said in his 
particular presentation, we looked for that possibility. We 
explored the possibilities of finding other federal 
facilities that would accommodate everything that we need to 



do and quite simply the space doesn't exist. And I'm sorry 
what was the last part of your question? 

>> It was, you know, what is to prevent you from 
deciding that this facility needs to be expanded because you 

really do truly want to consolidate all of your functions 
and activities into the one area. 
» Okay. 

>> Which is the ultimate goal. 

>> You're right. Okay. That would be the ultimate 
goal . But we have to keep in mind what I said during my 
presentation. And this has been the concern all along about 
heavy weaponry, helicopter training and things that we 
currently cannot do on this site. 

The site physically is not large enough to conduct 
certain activities safely and in accordance with all 
environmental and legal regulations. Okay. So what's to 
prevent me from doing it? Well the first off is that the 
site is not large enough. The second one is that director 
Culver, who this is his center. He runs it. He's gone on 
the record and stood up in front of you and said look we're 
not going to do it. We've told you. We've told your 
congressional stakeholders. We've told our senators that 
we're not going to do it . I don't know what better answer 
to give you than that . 

Can we move one here in the middle. And folks 
I'll try and get to you all. I'm just going to try to move 
back and forth to keep it as equitable as possible. 



>> On your FAQ sheet your frequently asked question, 
on number one it identifies some your criteria in choosing 
the site for the FASTC. Why didn't you identify cost as one 
of those criteria? 

» Okay. Adam. . . 
(Applause) . 

>> In all procurements, cost is a factor. It it just 
wasn't listed as one in the actual advertisement that went 
out. But it's certainly considered. There were many 
factors that were considered. And costs was one of them. 

>> But if that's the case, if you didn't put that 
down as one of the criteria, what else didn't you put down 
as the criteria? 

(Applause) . 

>> For the purposes — for the purposes of the actual 
solicitation for offers which went out, that criteria was 
the more basic information about the size of the property, 
the 1250 developable acres. And the location within the 150 
radius. Those were the key — we then evaluated all the 
sites on a whole host of other things to see which would 
probably be the best to able to actually house all the 
activities. But we couldn't ask then for a list of every 
easement that was on it for example. So we had to get the 
first basic sites to come in and offer to us and then we 
could then explore them in more detail. 



>> So what you're saying is you're going to give us a 
list of all criteria that are helping do you choose this 
site. You just haven't done it yet. 

>> I did not say that, ma'am. 

>> How how will we know? 

>> The reason I didn't say that or because it's still 
procurement sensitive. There was an ongoing government 
procurement to purchase land. And we can't divulge the 
different criteria and the different sites and their 
relative merits and respective, you know, how they place in 
that ranking. Because it's an open procurement right now. 
Is that answer that question? 

>> Well it's gonna have to I guess. 

>> I'm sorry. Thank you. 

>> Okay. From this section over here. Sir you down 
front. And folks we'll get to you. 

>> Sir, my name is Ed walls a lifelong resident of 
this community. And I'd just like a ask a question about 
land in other areas such as military bases. I heard this 
lame excuse, and I read it over here too about why you 
couldn't go to Quantico. Well Quantico is not the only 
place in the 1-95 corridor. There are many. I've trained 
at Fort Meade, Aberdeen and Fort Dix. And there are 
thousands of acres already paid for of which some are trying 
to close down. If you were to move to Fort Dix you have 



infrastructure already there. Ranges, buildings and such. 



And it would be a much better fit than trying to fit this in 
Queen Anne's county in this very very nice community. Thank 
you . 

(Applause) . 

. . . one more thing sir. It's high time that the 
state department and the department of defense start 
cooperating with each other and find the place for this on 
military reservation. 

(Applause) . 

>> Thank you very much. As our real estate agent I'm 
going pass to GSA and ask Mr. Ed Myers to respond. 

>> One of the first thing we did do during this late 
acquisition process was go out and look for federal land 
that was available through the disposal process and we also 
did contact some of the same installations you were talking 
about. And there was not land they were willing to offer up 
fur our use. And I think beyond that there might be be 
mission requirement that is. We did investigate if there 
was land available for us to use. 

>> Okay. And right back over here. 

>> For my microphone guys if you could maybe position 
yourselves towards the middle of the theater. 

>> Hi my name's Ann Eastman. Contiguous landowner 

with the preferred site. And I guess I have several 
questions . 



First of all, for what period of time will 
appropriated stimulus funds be available for the FASTC? 
What happens to those funds of phase one of the FASTC is not 
achieved within that time period? 

And it has been reported that the federal 
government will be paying about $12,000 per acre for the 
hunt Ray and Crismer farms at Ruthsburg. Is that correct? 

» Well let's start with the ARRA funds, Adam. 

>> The original intent of the project and the ARRA 
funds was to award construction contract by September 30th. 
That's still our goal. However is the contract is not 
awarded by September 30th we won't lose those ARRA funds. 
Second, I'm sorry the second question? 

>> It was an issue of — it was reported that we're 
paying $12,000 an acre for the site. 

>> We can't comment on that it's an open procurement. 
We can't comment on the cost. At this time. 

>> And we'll work back over here and get these folks. 
Anybody on this side. Ma'am. 

>> I would like to know. . . there was a question and 
answer thing given to Frank cradville and sent back to him 
was the exact weapons that you intended to use as well as 
the amount of bombs that you intend to explode on the 

property. Which equals about nine explosions per day and 
four flash bombs per day, not including a .45 caliber sub 
machine guns every day. This is Monday through Friday. And 
I'd like to know how you feel that this is not going to 



effect the quality of life that I currently have in this 
county as well as the wildlife that live there is. 
(Applause) . 

>> That's a good question. And I take it that your 
main concern is the noises that associated with those 
activities? Okay. Christopher can I ask you to address 
what we anticipate in terms of the noise of each of those 
particular events and how some of the things that we're 
considering to lessen that? 

>> Sure. As some of you may have talked with me 
about in the workshop session we've separated out all of the 
different training functions that occur. We have some 
initial estimates of what those noise levels are and as well 
as some of the mitigation options for noise control. 

We're going through a study through EA process, 
the environmental assessment process to try and understand 
the best practices in terms of noise control, in terms of 
vegetative buffers, in terms of noise barriers. And for the 
firing ranges specifically full baffled ranges with walls 
and baffles for noise control. 

>> Okay. And Alan, can I ask you to piggyback on 

that please and talk specifically to the quality of life 
issue that she talked about in terms of how we would look at 
the quality of life aspects and the environmental assessment 
of noise and other environmental aspects. 

>> Thank you my name is Alan Harwood. I'm a Maryland 



resident, I want you to know. I understand what you're 
saying. This is important. The eastern shore a special 
place. And that's one of the reasons we're going through a 
very rigorous environmental assessment . And one of the 
things we're going to be looking at is how this facility 
would affect the cultural landscape, how it effects the 
setting not just on site but the surrounding context. And 
we take that very seriously. 

And I think we're going to be looking at how it 
affects wildlife, and property value, how it affects the 
movement of vehicles on the roads so we're not changing your 
day-to-day life. And all those things are a part of the 
environmental assessment. And I think one of the things 
that people have asked about is why EA and — is 
environmental assessment is done to see whether an EIS is 
necessarily. At this point we're doing a lot of primary 
research archeological, visual analysis, traffic analysis, 
noise studies. All this is primary research. That's 
something that is similar to an EIS. So we're taking these 
issues very seriously. And we look forward to sharing that 

with you when the draft EIS is ready — the draft EA is 
ready excuse me. 

>> Can u ask you a question. Who determines what my 
lifestyle is going to be? You talk about all these 
assessments you're doing. But who tells you if my quality 
of life has changed? My personally. 

>> We haven't received one phone call from the GSA of 



neighbors that actually live there us within a half of mile 
or so asking us what we feel about our quality of life. 
Shouldn't that be included? 
>> That ' s correct . 
(Applause) . 

>> you know, it would be easy to stand here and tell 
you something that you want to hear. But quite frankly the 
answer to your question is the draft environmental 
assessment. And that's going to be something in clear black 
and white language, clear graphic information that you can 
read at your leisure and provide comments back to us. The 
formal response to scoping comments on the NEPA process, 
scoping starts the process, the formal response is the draft 
environmental assessment. That ' ' s what we're going share be 
you all. You're going to have a chance to review that. All 
these meetings will give you progress. But that's the real 
answer and the to give you something more now would be 
misleading . 

But your specific question about what is your 
quality of life. To the best that we can with trained 
resource specialists. Trained architectural historians, 
trained architectural land specials. Visual analysis 
specialists. We'll look at how things are now and how 
they're going to change and the degree of that change is 
what is measured in impact. That's how we measure. That's 
standard process for NEPA. National environmental policy 



act . 

>> I should be expecting a phone call. 

>> You should be expecting a document that you can 
read and you have 30 days to read and respond us to. 

>> So essentially you're going to tell us how it's 
going to impact rather than us telling you how we think it's 
going to impact us . 

>> That's kind of twisting around my words a little 
bit. What we're saying is there are trained professionals 
to look at these resources and sensitively and thoroughly. 
We take into account your what we've heard. 

>> Trained professional homeowner who ease lived here 
15 years. I know what my quality of life is. You don't 
know. You're a training trained professional who doesn't 
know what I've learned over living here for 15 years. They 
don't know. Your trained professional doesn't know it. 

» Thank you. 

28 

(Applause) . 

>> Thank you Alan. Back in the center right here 
please . 

>> My name is Margo French. I live in Stevensville . 
And I can testify to the quality of life effected by bombs 
going off. I lived in California 40-miles from a weapons 
training center. And my house shook when bombs went off. 
(Applause) . 

I also was exposed to a toxic waste plume that 
graduated in the water table from this site from washing 



down of the equipment and the weapons used. It went into 
the water table. And our water table is extremely high. 
And the Chesapeake is fragile. And we're trying to save the 
Chesapeake. And this toxic plume created a superrer site 
that now still exists around that area. And real estate has 
plummeted. I was in really State. I could not sell any 
homes in the area. I know the quality of life that we will 
experience. And I was 40 miles away from the training site 
in California. I'm 20 miles from a Ruthsburg site. And I 
will not put up with that again. We had to threat an 
lawsuit. And I noticed you're saying half pound bomb, three 
pound bombs. We know what grenades sound like. And my 
property was devaluated because of that site 40 miles away. 
So you cannot tell me that trees and buffer buffers are 
going to stop this sound. It's going affect everybody 40 to 

maybe even 80 miles away. Okay? 

I experienced it. I'm testifying to it. And I 
think this is the worst place in the world you could have 
chosen. This is an environmental sensitive area on the 
Atlantic fly way. Going to drive the geese and migrate 
grating birds away. Hunters will no longer be able to enjoy 
their quality of life. I'm not a hunter. But I appreciate 
the environment and love the wildlife and that's why I moved 
here. And I will fight along with anybody else in any 
manner or whatever to stop this facility. 

(Applause) . 



>> Well, thank you very much for your comment. I 
mean, obviously there's not much of a question there. I 
will tell you that I don't have enough detailed information 
to refute all of the things that you said. I can't make an 
apples to apples comparison. Because I don't know where 
that you lived to say that, you know, the experiences that 
you experienced will happen here or will not happen here. 

But we appreciate your input. And we'll certainly 
be looking at all of those things. Someone else? Okay. 
Over on this side. Or in the middle there. 

>> Actually I thought the ladies question was pretty 
clear. It was "when will you go away"? 
(Applause) . 

>> My name is John rug and I own an historic 18 
century house right aacross from the proposed site. Thank 
you for trashing American history. No consideration for it. 

My question isn't about your disregard of American 
colonial history. My question is more about the economics 
of this project. It smells like pork to me. It just has 
pork written all over it. You can hear the hog squealing. 
How do you justify this hugely expensive project with a 
federal deficit north of one trillion dollars? 
(Applause) . 

>> I think I can just say that ... I think I can just 
say that we can justify it through the department and the 
government spending and appropriations that we get. It's an 



important project for the state department and for the 
government overall. And we were able to secure stimulus 
funding, which as I said has a good goal of bringing jobs 
and employment and economic opportunities to other parts of 
the country. And so it is a good project. 

>> Okay. And let's move towards back there. 
Gentlemen with his hand up. Back behind you. 

>> My name is Charlie Busy. I've noticed a lot of 
lobbyists for your project as well as your own presentation 
said you'll bring employment to this area. Will you commit 
those permanent jobs to come from Queen Anne's county, 
Dorchester Talbot and Kent. 

>> And Carolyn. 

>> Carolyn too. is eastern shore counties. 
>> Let's get everybody in there okay. Mr. Ed Myers. 
Can you talk to that . 

(Applause) . 

>> I can speak to the construction part of it. In 
that our federal procurement regulations don't allow us to 
set it aside for local contractors. However the nature of 
the business is that we'll hire a general contractor and 
they will draw from the local labor pool. GSA will also set 
up network concessions to facilitate where while we're 
bidding the construction phase of the project question have 
the general contractors come in and meet with subcontractors 
and small businesses and facilitate networking and 



partnerships that way. I think maybe you were also asking 
about permanent jobs at the facility. 

>> It was permanent jobs I was asking about. 

>> Okay. 

>> Hello. The short answer is we are not permitted 
under federal regulations to target local populations or any 
single population group far position. 

All federal jobs, contracted or permanent are best 
qualified with some additional points being given for 
veterans preference. 

>> So what I'm understanding then is what you're 

advertising is bringing 400 new jobs to this area is not 
true . 

» Right . 
>> Correct . 

(Applause) . 

>> What we've stated is that based on our programming 
efforts we currently have a staffing of about 530 or so 
current staff. And based on the need to grow and also 
undertake our own training operations here, we anticipate a 
total staff to be approximately 4 to 500 persons greater 
than that that we've never filled because of our use of 
contract facilities. The general market or the general 
trend that when you advertise a position, you're correct, 
it's available to anyone who wishes to apply who's 
qualified . 

But typically, and I believe statistics will show 



that. We'll be studying a little of that in the 
environmental assessment. That the natural instinct is for 
someone to apply for a job close to hope home. And what 
we've heard from a lot of you is that you don't want to 
cross the bay bridge anymore. So I can't guarantee that 400 
of those jobs will be here. But we hope that for folks that 
are qualified and want to stay in the county that they'll 
pursue those jobs. 

>> Will qualifications be existing security 

clearance? 

>> Not necessarily. There will be a range of 
positions. Some will require security clearance. Some will 
not. You will most likely not be required to hold an active 
security clearance. But you may not be able to permitted to 
begin work until the clearance process has been completed. 
Can which can take 30 to 120 divs days give or take. 

>> We promised the gentlemen right over here. 

>> My name Scott shore. I heard that word again 
today. LEED? For people that don't know what LEED means 
it's leadership and energy and environmental design. And it 
starts with site selection. And I think they picked the 
wrong site. 

(Applause) . 

... we spoke about this. There's community 
connectivity. This site will also create urban sprawl. I 

just feel that they're probably under pressure because of 



the funding from the American recovery act, which I believe 
you may have a short time to spend all our tax dollars. And 
they're just plowing ahead without very much concern for the 
community . 

(Applause) . 

>> Okay. Thank you very much. Chris, would you like 

to address that? 

>> Hi I'm Chris Peoples. You're correct, LEED does 

take precedence here. And we are promoting a sustainable 
facility. And your question about LEED versus a 
agricultural site, it is correct. Site selection would 
negate one point from our process in LEED. However there 
are many other points that we will be achieving through the 
process to bring us to as a minimum silver level. 

>> Let's move back towards the middle and over this 
side. Right behind you. 

>> Thank you. My question has to do with trust. And 
I downloaded the state department's report for 2008. It's 
kind of their brochure, if you will. It's entitled 
diplomatic security 2008 year end review. I couldn't find 
2009 yet. In that review it states that you train roughly 
just sleightly over 10,000 people. Which I guess would 
correspond to the numbers you're saying here. 

In this report it states that you only trained 268 
out of those were Americans that were trained as Department 
of State special agents. 

On page 24 it says that you trained over 6500 



foreign nationals under the antiterrorism assistance act. 
Then I downloaded a GAO report delivered on Wednesday. It's 
testimony delivered on June 4, 2008 on Wednesday. 

In here there is one very alarming feature. And 
I'll just read from the one paragraph before I ask my 
question . : 

It acknowledges here that the Department of State 
reporting on U.S. counterterrorism assistance abroad was 
incomplete and inaccurate. It states that the state 
department is required to submit to congress an annual 
report on the antiterrorism assistance program. Such as the 
number of students trained, and additional in courses 
offered. It states that these reports that were — the 
reports that were submitted contained inaccurate program 
information. It also states that they failed. It says the 
state department did not provide a congressionally mandated 
annual report to congress on U.S. governmentwide assistance 
related to combatting international terrorism. 

The question then they would have is if you're 
mandated, if the state department is required by law to 
report to congress and they failed to do so. And they 
report when the things they do report on they report 
inaccurately. And at the end of this report the state 
department acknowledges every claim in here, every bit of 
testimony by the general accounting office. 

The question that I would have is that if congress 



can't trust what the state department says, how can we? 
(Applause) . 

>> Thank you and I'm going to a ask director Culver 
to address that. 

>> I'm not familiar with the details of that GAO 

report but I will check and we can provide that data for 
you . 

I can make a couple of comments on your earlier 
statement about the type of people that we do train. In our 
2008 report I believe you stated we trained 268 special 
agents. That is probably while I don't have that number in 
front of me is true. Our training, while it covers a wide 
range of areas to include special agent training. So I will 
presume that that number was consistent with the number of 
special agents we trained that year. New hire special 
agents . 

To your question about foreign students, yes we do 
train literally thousands of foreign students every year. 
The vast majority, 90 plus percent of that training is done 
abroad. It is not done in the United States. There are a 
very small finite number of course we do here in the United 
States which require us to use facilities here in the U.S. 
But the vast vast majority of the training that we do is in 
the home country of the countries that we have programs 
with . 

So that would account for the high rate of numbers 
but it would not account for the fact that we're doing the 



management of it overseas . 

>> How do you do you propose ten thousand people 
trained here a year. If you only train 268 state department 

people two years ago. Where are you coming up with 10,000? 

>> The training we talk about training ten thousand 
people. We're talking about training not only special 
agents. We have an engineering core. Diplomatic couriers. 
Security technicians. Thousands of diplomats. Political 
enforce . 

>> — prior to their — so that thousands ten 
thousand number encompasses the entire foreign service as 
well as other agencies that have personnel that are serving 
in those embassies and consulates. 

>> Well the thing that doesn't make sense to me then 
is that it is under the ARRA, or as we know it the stimulus 
money, it's designated specifically for hard skills 
training. And if you look at the government's own 
documents, it states specifically that it is the 
consolidation that this money, the initial 75 million to be 
spent is specifically for, specifically for, hard skills 
training training. And that this facility is specifically 
for that. How then can we say that it isn't hard skills 
training and that it's some sort of community college type 
training . 

Are you telling me that you can tell congress that 
the money they're marked for the consolidation of 19 hard 



skill sites into one, you can tell that that's not what 
you're going to do? 

>> The training that we provide that encompasses hard 
skills is not exclusively confined to special agents or our 
security officers. They're consisting of hard skills 
training that we're giving a wide range of foreign service 
personnel and their families. So the hard skills concept 
may be used for this facility, but our all of personnel are 
going to be trained in these hard skills courses. 

>> Okay. And let's move back over to this side. 
Right there, the gentlemen with the glasses. Right behind 
you. Hand up in the back. 

>> Sorry. I'm not a man. 

>> Oh, I was talking to somebody behind you. Sorry. 

>> My question is you said that you're going to be 
consolidating 19 facilities but yet promising 400 jobs to 
this community. Well it seems to me that if you're going to 
consolidate 19 facilities that those people are going to be 
looking for jobs. And they're going to come here. So 
therefore where is the jobs going to be for Queen Anne's 
County. My second question is you keep saying the lead is 
going to be contained. How do you propose is that? We've 
seen the federal government in the past . They closed up 
shop at one facility and they never clean up their mess. 
And now most of the people around this community — detract 
that . 

Everyone in this surrounding area they will be 



affected directly by the Ruthsburg project is on a well. So 
you're telling me there is not going to be a run off. It's 
not going to pollute these people's water? Come on. Let's 
think. 

(Applause) . 

>> Okay. There is a couple of different issues in 
there. So I'll have a couple of different folks address it. 
Let's talk about the issues with the jobs. Ellyn can you 
talk about the jobs? 

>> Yeah. I mentioned 400 new jobs. And I did 
mention earlier we don't know where they'll come from. But 
what I can tell you is those 400 jobs. It's actually a 
little more than 400 at the last count. But we don't 
currently fill those positions at all. Those positions that 
we've identified as a need for a new facility are part of 
the contracted facilities that we currently use to train in. 

To give an example, we might have a new training 
function that's unique to this facility that maybe we do 
somewhere else right now. So if we use contracted staff, we 
don't expect that they'll come to our facility. They're 
going stay at their existing facility and that'll open up a 
need for us to hire someone to fill that position. 

>> But if you're closing 19 facilities... 

>> We're not closing any facilities. The 19 
facilities that we train at are contracted. They're either 



other military bases or private security force contracting 
facilities that thai continue to operate. In fact one of 
the reasons we need to consolidate is because the contracted 
facilities are so overburdened at the moment that sometimes 
we don't get given priority and we're bumped out of the 
ability to train at all. 

>> You're going to provide 400 jobs, but you don't 
know where they're coming from as of yet is that what I 
heard you say? 

» 

>> That is what you said. 

>> Let me clarify then sir please. 

» Maybe — 

>> Would you like me to clarify? 
» Absolutely. 

>> Okay. What I meant to say. I don't know verbatim 
what I said. Is one of the questions we received from a 
gentlemen back there is will the 400 jobs be filled locally. 
And I my reference they just made was to the fact that 
they'll be filled by the best qualified candidates. What I 
can tell you for certain is that right now the bureau of 
diplomatic security has no one filling the positions other 
than the contracted facilities providing those services to 
us . 

And they will not — they'll not come with us to a 



new facility. They will stay at the 19 or so facilities 



that will continue to operate. 

>> Okay. And we got one more part of her question 
I'd like to address. And that's with the lead, how can we 
ensure that the lead will not get into the ground water or 
contaminant the surrounding area? 

>> I can speak a little about the lead containment. 
And that is one of the major areas you're thinking about 
would be the firing ranges. Those are contained facilities. 
Even the out door range for instance. There's been a lot of 
confusion about the outdoor range. And hopefully for people 
that were in the workshops earlier we were able to address 
some clarification there in terms of what is deemed out 
door. The out door range we're proposing is really a 
contained facility, a building. 

What makes it outdoor is that it has outside 
ventilation. But getting to your question of lead, that 
helps us to contain the lead that ' s provided in that 
facility. That will be cleaned. It will be — the facility 
will be monitored on a regular basis. There will be a whole 
set schedule for operation and maintenance on that. 

>> Let's move back over into the middle over here. 
Right here in the middle. 

>> Okay. I know you guys have a rough deal going on 
here. Because you certainly are uninvited guests. And I 

think it's prettiettette you evident that you're not 
welcome . 



With everything you've shown tonight like to 
mention a couple of things. Everything you've prepared for 
this site is this going on for the other open sites that are 
going on. Or are you ramming this through. It was my 
understanding that this site has not been chosen. That we 
are not picked officially. So is this being done for the 
other sites that are going on? 

>> Thank you I'm going to ask Adam to address that 
issue . 

>> First answer is no we're not doing this level of 
detailed study on any other site but this one. But I think 
the other part of your question is is this a done deal? Is 
the answer to that is no. We intend to buy the site but we 
haven't yet. And we're doing all the study to get all the 
information and determine whether the impacts and the issues 
and all the concerns that are raised, whether we can reduce 
those or off set those officially so make this a going 
facility. That's where we are. We picked the preferred 
site and started the environmental assessment to gather the 
issue, study them. Tell you what we've heard so far. We'll 
come back next month and give you the next round of the 
studies. And it's a conclusion of the environmental 
assessment process that starts to dictate whether we can or 

cannot build what we intend to build. 

>> Okay. I'm going hand this over in a moment. I've 
got a couple other things . I want to know what ' s going on 
in the labs you're putting out. What are those labs going 



on? Wait a minute. 

If there are only 6 times a year that you'll be 
exploding things by God put them someplace else. If it's 
only six times you don't need them here. And the other 
thing is we have enough going on on the bay bridge during 
the summer and when the construction on the bay bridge is 
going on, certainly we don't need any military or any of you 
guys coming over here and adding to that . 

So I'd like comments made on that. 

(Applause) . 

>> I'm just going to do the last one about the 
traffic on the bay bridge. That it's... it's using — it's 
reverse commuting. It's reverse commuting. In terms of 
extra traffic is going away. 

>> I cross the bridge to work over here. We live 
over here. We work on the other side. 

>> And your question was something about the 
laboratories . 

>> The laboratories, what's going on in the labs? 

>> Are you talking about the simulation laboratories 
we talked about in terms of the — 

>> You just said you were building laboratories 
what's going on? 

>> Classroom environments similar to what's going on 
over here in the high school. Where we conduct a formal or 
various types of the training. Computer security. Closed 



circuit televisions. Locks and lock systems. These are 
benches where this is set up to do testing, maintenance. To 
do repair for those types of things. 
>> Testing of what? 

>> Testing of computer systems, testing of 
procedures, students are test odded on how to tear them down 
build them up how to troubleshoot them. Because that's what 
they do at our buildings and embassies around the world. 

We have simulation. Call ate laboratory where a 
driving assimilators where they project onto the screen 
similar to what you might have an as amusement park or 
something like that. We're not doing any research and 
development of chemicals or biological or anything like 
that. These are classroom environments where we teach 
people to do the skills they need to perform in the field. 

>> So what do you need the six times a year of the 
three pounders or whatever you're going to be dropping? 

>> Are you specifically asking what will we be doing 
with that three pound charge . 

>> Why would you bother for six times a year? What 

could you possibly gain from that? 

>> Director Culver would you want to talk 
specifically so what we'll the be doing with that particular 
course? 

>> Those simulations would be on rare occasions. And 
only to allow our staff to and our trainees to have a better 
understanding of what happens after a blast like that 



occurs. Very small, very infrequent. But — because some 
of the nature of some of the work that our folks are doing 
overseas they sometimes have to respond to a scene that's 
had an explosion. We need to give them that type of 
training and learning experience to do their jobs overseas 
when they face those situation. 

>> Or they could derive to (inaudible) . 

» Yeah. 

(Applause) . 

>> We're looking to minimize the number of times that 
that occurs here. As we said on the screen. Ics six times a 
year at the maximum. Probably less than that. 

>> Okay. We can move off over here on this side. 
Gentlemen here in the vest. 

>> I'm bob simz from here in Centreville. There is 
circulating in this area video, a DVD video of the 
experience of people in New Mexico who encouraged a 
government facility to come in that sounds sort of similar 

to what we're hearing. Have you folks seen this video? 
Have you had a chance to take it into consideration? Are 
you prepared to give any comments or answers about it at 
this time. 

>> I think the only thing we can tell you at this 
time is I don't think anybody o on our team has actually 
seen the video. I think most of us are familiar with the 
particular site that was included in there in PLIAS New 



Mexico. The only thing I could ask you to do as you view is 
video view wit a critical eye as the material that we have 
put to you and — — 

>> I understand that to be that know you haven't 
looked at it. And I realize they're asking a five dollar 
contribution for each video anybody takes and looks at. And 
the state department has to be careful about who they 
contribute to. So if you would tell me how many you want 
I'll be happy to make the contribution for you. 
(Applause) . 

>> Thank you very much. That's a very generous 
offer. But I've been told that we actually have purchased 
one and we'll make a point of looking at that. Thank you. 

Okay. And get let's see about right next to you 
with the hand. . . 

>> My name's nick store from Queen Anne's County. 
I'm concerned we're all asking questions about a bad 

assumption to begin with. That assumption being that you 
believe that consolidation is a cost effective solution to 
your problems . 

And I've not seen any compelling case that 
demonstrates that. In fact it could be the other way 
around. But by going for consolidation it forces you into 
virgin property that requires all the infrastructure that 
you described earlier that has to be built for storm water 
management waste water treatment roads and those kinase 
kinds of things. So what I'm driving at in looking at 



alternatives the only alternatives you looked at was things 
that required 1200 to 2,000 acres to begin. And all you 
seem to have a asked other agencies is do you have that 
amount and they said sorry. And the alternative way to ask 
those questions was if you look talent secret service 
training facility in beltsville if you look at aerial 
photographs it looks exactly like the things you popped own 
the screen here. Assimilating village. Driving track. 
Firing ranges, classrooms. Every thing you want already 
exists in betsville. So the question becomes would it not 
be cost effective to just add classroom space at beltsville 
and share that with the the secret service or alternatively 
the — facility in Cheltenham is another example of an 
already existing. And on down the list. And you already 
train at Quantico. So you know what they've got. And you 

also use people coming out of for example down at Glynco 
Georgia. There are a lot of things you're proposing to 
duplicate here that the government already owns and operates 
which even if they happen to be operating at capacity, which 
aren't necessarily true, they could be easily modified or 
expanded to accommodate a lot of your needs. Which makes 
the consolidation argument go up in smoke. 

Would you talk about that please? 
(Applause) . 

>> Well in actually the concept that you're proposing 
is essentially some of the things that we're doing already. 



I mean, we already share facilities. We share space with 
many of those particular venues. We train at FLETC 
Cheltenham. We don't train up at the secret service site. 
But we do train and share space with other federal agencies 
located around the area. 

you know, I think the point that you brought up 
and is very germane is the fact that there is limited 
capacity in these particular facilities. And the way this 
works is the parent organization for that facility gets the 
first priority. So secret service gets first priority use. 
And they determine how they allocate whatever available time 
and space in that venue is available. 

The same thing at Quantico. The same at FLETC. 
We've looked at a lot of those possibilities. I would 

dispute one aspect of what you said is the assumption that 
any of these facilities has any additional space on which to 
expand. You know, if you look at where many of these 
facilities are, FLETC Cheltenham is a good example. And it 
is a old navy communication station that closed down and 
they were able to put this facility in there. It sits in 
the middle of a residential neighborhood. There is no 
additional space for to it expand. 

So your point's very well taken. And we did look 
at a lot of those possibilities and we have been for several 
years trying to look at different ways to economize and 
improve the efficiency, not only from a dollar or cost 
aspect but from in terms of organizational efficiency, o of 



how we as an organization diplomatic security with better 
function by having our people as closely located as 
possible . 

And let's see. One more question over here on 
this side. Then I'll move back over. 

Right there in the middle. Yes, ma'am. You. 
>> My question is, why is it necessary that the 
facility be located within 150 miles of the U.S. capitol as 
opposed to any location within 150 miles of a major 
transportation hub? 

>> Okay. Yeah that question comes up a lot. Adam 
can I ask you to touch on that again as to why the 150 miles 

was selected. 

>> It was just because that's all of our other 
training, all of our — when the foreign service officers 
come back from overseas posts and need to get trained and 
sent out to another embassy. They're all coming into 
Washington DC. So it couldn't be from New York or wherever 
else. As I said we have a major diplomatic classroom 
facility in Arlington Virginia. And our head. Headquarters 
of all the diplomats obviously is Washington. So Washington 
had to be the central spot for that radius. 

>> So with the consolidation, it shouldn't matter 
where it is if. If it's within 150 miles of a 
transportation hub. 

>> Well it had to be — it was also — it's because 



they're all also being trained in DC. And so when folks are 
coining back and forth from DC that they can get there and 
back in one day if they had to. 

>> If there is a consolidation why do they need to be 
in Washington DC with the training? 

>> I'm sorry, I must be not communicating well. It's 
because we're starting from, they're also being trained in 
Washington and other things. And they have to go to 
Washington . 

>> So there is not a consolidation the s what you're 
saying . 

>> No that's not what I'm saying. We're 
consolidating a lot of these training functions at this site 
or we propose to and other things they do and other trainers 
and other managers and people in the state department, they 
all need to have access to that also and vice versa. 

>> Okay. I promised folks back over on this side. 
Where's the mic? Okay. 

>> If the government is — if the government 
continues to spend more money on things they don't need like 
more land, isn't that going to put this country in more debt 
that me and my brother's generation will be responsible for? 
(Applause) . 

>> Sir, can I ask you to touch on that. 

>> We are coming out of a bad recession as everyone 
knows. And we're all feeling the pinch. Clearly. 

The stimulus package was designed by the 



administration and our congress to improve the economy, 
create jobs and benefit economies and communities like this 
one. So that as we move out of this recession the pain 
that's suffered and the hardship that people have gone 
through will be lessened. And the stimulus passage was 
designed to do that. 

>> Can I employ on what the word "community" means. 

Is there a certain radius. — — so we really know 
what you're talking about as how it's effecting the 

community . 

>> When I refer to the community as I did I'm talking 
about the specific region here. 

>> Region, how big of a region. Because we consider 
our community right around where you're putting this. Not, 
say, 50 miles away. That may not be part of our community. 
You use the term and everything you talk about. I just want 
to clarify we're on the same page, with what it really 
means . 

>> Community? 

>> Yeah because you're using it on all of your 
answers. How big a community? You talking about the east 
coast? Maryland? Queen Anne's County or talking about tiny 
little Ruthsburg. 

>> Queen Anne's County and the immediate area around 
Queen Anne's County. 

>> We'll get a follow-up here. Alan can you touch on 



that a little bit. 

>> Thank you. The term community is used actually 
because it is flexible. Because it expands for certain 
issues. Transportation is a much broader area than 
archaeology. Archaeology we're looking on the site. Visual 
analysis we're looking at the area around which you can see 
the proposed site. So that's like a two mile radius. 
Transportation we're looking at farther out intersections 

and that's more like a 0 to 5 to 10-mile. 

So how this fits into the Queen Anne's County and 
the shore. In some respects we're look at the entire 
heritage area for this part of the state. So it depends on 
the particular resource. 

>> Sir, you've had your hand up for a long time. 
Right there in the middle please. 

>> All right guy, so what I have a question about, 
since the whole government process for hiring workers, 
hiring out or whatever since it's b bid base. Is it save to 
assume you're willing to work and you have the appropriate 
skill set that you have a higher chance of getting these 
jobs that are being available, being offer offered to us. 

>> I think Ellyn addressed that earlier that 
essentially we would seek the best qualified individuals for 
all positions . 

>> And other question with the range facility and all 
the gunfire and everything going on, what I'm curious about 
is the time that working professionals are home, ie5:00 p.m. 



and, say, 8:00 a.m. when everybody's home not working. What 
are the noise requirement there is? I mean that should be 
almost nothing since the facility will be shut down during 
those times. 

>> Let me make sure I understand your question. 
You're talk act for the noise levels outside of the normal, 

so after, say, 5:00 p.m. on the evening and on weekends. 

>> Right. When working professionals are home. 

>> Chris can I ask you to address that in terms of 
ambient noise levels and what you might expect during hours 
we're not operating? 

>> Sure. We did an extensive site measurement 
process of a number of locations all around the facility. 
Some closer than others. And we have as some of you talked 
with me about in the workshop we have all of those ambient 
noise readings. So we know when the facility isn't 
operating we know what the existing noise levels are today 
and we can share those with you. We shared them in the 
workshop. It's an agricultural location obviously. There 
is some traffic noise. But many of the ambient noise levels 
drop to 38 to 45db, which is reasonably quiet. 

>> So basically you're saying that when the working 
class is home, the noise level is going to be pretty much 
what it is right now, in a nutshell. 

» Yes. 

>> Excellent. Thank you. 



>> Okay. And let's go back over here on this side. 
Sir, you sitting right there in the aisle with the hat. 
Behind you. Turn ordinary around. The gentlemen in the 
aisle with with the hat . 

>> Yes. Mark potter. I'm a adjacent landowner. 

Close. Mr. storm spoke about trust. I thinks that one of 
the biggest issues that I have. I won't perceive to say 
what I think is in everybody else's mind. But I for one 
think that any time that it suits your purpose, that 
everything will be manipulated to look good on your part. 
And once you've gotten there you'll be allowed to do 
basically anything you want. I got to go back to this 
3-pound bomb thing. Six times a year. What happens to the 
other 9,994 people that didn't get a chance to experience 
that 3-pound bomb? 

(Applause) . 

>> Well the short answer is, is that they don't have 
a requirement to be exposed to that. As director Culver 
said, you know, that particular charge is very focused on a 
very small portion of our training student body that has a 
requirement, you know, to see that and to investigate the 
results of that particular blast. 

We have no requirement to expose the entire ten 
thousand people, you know, to that particular training 
environment . 

Right down in front here. 

>> Thank you. Sharry Adam and I'm an adjacent 



property owner. I don't know if you heard this but this is 
what I've been hearing all night. And what I've been 
hearing for a couple of months now is inconsistencies. 

First we here 19 facilities then 17 then a 15 then a 
consolidation of 19 facilities. Now it's a consolidation of 
19 trainings. And you hear 3-pound bomb once a week. Then 
no it's 3-pound bomb 6 times a year. And all these 
different consistence sis. I have two questions for you 
because I guess I'm confused on this. 

If you're not closing 19 facilities, how are you 
actually saving money? And how much do you calculate you'll 
be saving? 

And the second question I have and it's kind of 
directs to Ms. Ellyn here because she had said there will be 
berm and is baffling and similar to a gunshot. And we're 
going to be notified. Hunters don't notify us if they'll be 
hunting. If it's going to be so quiet why do you have to 
notify us? You talk about this happening between 8:00 and 
5:00 during the day. You don't know how many residents are 
there during the day. 

(Applause) . 

So as far as our quality of life is concerned, you 
know, during the day, it just doesn't work for us. It 
really doesn't. And I'm also wondering if you're notifying 
us so that we can remove our cherished belongings off of the 
wall because of the vibrations when we're right next door to 



this thing. 

>> Several things in there to address. Let's start 

with Ellyn there were two parts. Two questions. 

>> The first one is the first one is how are we 

saving money? I'll use an analogy, hopefully off the cuff 
that works, . 

If you own your home or go to a hotel one is very 
much more costly. And it's no more different with us. If 
we go to a contracted facility, for a government facility 
such as a military base that's a nonprofit government to 
government transaction. And a lot of facility doctor — 
there are 19 facilities we currently training at that we'll 
be moving functions to a new consolidated facility. Just 
the functions. As those private facilities we use you pay a 
premium. For the training, for some of the instructors. 
You pay a premium for transportation to and from those sites 
especially if some of the people being trained also have to 
come to Washington for diplomatic classroom training at our 
Arlington facility. Just to name few. So it's the 
equivalent of either owning your home or even renting a 
apartment versus spending the night at a hotel the every 
day . 

Go ahead. 

>> So what you're saying the way you're wording and 
it all you still haven't told me how much you plan on 
saving . 

>> We don't know the exact number yet. 



» Ballpark. 

>> I don't even have a ballpark. We had a very 
lively discussion in the economics workshop this evening. 
One of the things that was very clear is that, you know, we 
need more numbers. It's probably one of the most complex 
pieces to the analysis. Because there are so many factors 
that effect the economic analysis. You can't just take a 
salary. You have to consider where it's coming from, what 
are the residual cost, benefits, what are the off shoot 
costs. So if someone moves to the area, how much will they 
be spending at the local grocery store, the local gas 
station. All sorts of things. 

So the cost savings to us — these are broader 
cost issues, sorry. The cost savings to us has not been 
calculated yet. It's in the process. 

>> But you think you'll be saving more than a half of 
billion dollars that it's going to cost you when this thing 
is all said and done. 

>> I don't know the cost savings number. I don't 
want to give you number that's not true. 

>> How do you know that you are saving. 

>> — there are many ways of saving. One is 
financially. I think there's a very comfortable security in 
that we'll be saving dollars in the long run, yes. 

>> In the long run. 



>> Yes it's not with any venture. It's not 
immediate. There is no immediate cost savings. 
>> The noise, the berms . 

>> The oh question was about why would we notify you? 
>> Um-hmm . 

>> I don't think there is a legal requirement to 
notify you. It's really a good neighbor policy. We know a 
3-pound charge is loud. I don't want to speak for the 
engineers but I don't think it's going to vibrate and things 
will fall off the walls. But in any — you asked you needed 
to put your belongings away. 

>> No just other things I've heard especially from 
this lovely lady back here and you're telling me it's not 
going to do that. Just trying to get this straight. 

>> Like Chuck said. We don't know the facility that 
this laid I lady is referring to or the size of charges. 
Other facilities they can detonate 200-pound charges. 

>> And there are neighbors within 60 feet and within 
300 yards. 

>> I don't know that. The notification is a good 
neighbor policy. We want to be a good neighbor. And we've 
said it before. And we mean it. And if you don't want 
us — I mean fit's decided from the community, the broader 
community, that if you don't want a notification and we can 
just put out a schedule every month so that people know it's 



coming, that's fine too. 



But we're committed to meeting the needs of the 
residents as best we can. 

>> If I could jump on that real quick. The idea of 
providing you with the notification is something that we 
glean from the Maryland state police facility up in 
Sykesville. When we talk to them they do some blasting up 
there and operations. And they did is say that prior to 
conducting, you know, their large blasts similar to us, is 
they go through a public notification process. Two weeks 
prior and a week. Purely as a courtesy to let people know 
these blasts are going to be taking place. 

Does it minimize the sound? No. But it makes the 
local area residents ware that when it does go off it's not 
a terrorist attack and not something that's going on. And 
their experience has been, you know, that the surrounding 
community appreciates the fact they were told ahead of time 
so they weren't concerned when it did go off. 

>> So basically it's just our good neighbors. 

» Say that then. 

» All right. Thank you. 

>> Let's see. Let's move over the this side again. 
Come on down front. Sir you right there in the 
white over on the far side. Go ahead and stand up so we can 
see you. Appreciate it. 



>> Hi guys. My question is in reference to the 
workshop and the beginning of this form you talked about no 



endangered species on the property. But if we had a show of 
hands out here they'd let you know there is plenty of bald 
eagles on that property. 

(Applause) . 

. . . also, even your own people said when they 
viewed the facility, looked at it, they saw deer for 

themselves. You got this information from your wording was 
you contacted local state agencies. What state agency 
misinformed you and can we expect this more often? 
(Applause) . 

>> And that was in the natural and cultural resources 
workshop? 

>> Yes . And right at the beginning you said there 
was no endangered species . 

>> Alan, can I ask you to touch on that. 

>> I think part of the reason is that there are no 
nesting eagles on the site. Eagles go lots of place. 
Eagles are very adapted to the noise and human human 
habitat . 

The agency we talked to was the Maryland 
department of natural resources DNR and the U.S. fish and 
wildlife service. And both said no federal or state 
endangered species nested on the site. 

>> How do we get the problem with fixing you being 
misinformed? 

>> How do we fix the problem with you guys being 
misinformed . 



>> If you have some documentation we would love to 
see it . 

>> We can take a drive. 

>> No, I mean come on this is very good input. We 
said that we are asking for your input . You guys know 
what's really going on out there. Question only make 
decisions and analysis based on the information that we 
have . 

>> Next Tuesday let's meet at the site and I'll show 
where the nests are. You guys are coming back out here next 
week. Have the folks meet at the site during the day and 
afternoon and go to the site. Is is that amenable. 

>> That would be great . 

» Okay. 

>> (inaudible) . 

>> Chris, who do we want to coordinate that with? 

>> We can certainly check with the landowners and see 
if that's possible to have a visit to the site. I don't 
know if that's possible. But we'll see. We'll check into 

it. Because it's certainly information we want as well. 

>> You can see the deer all over the place. All you 

got do is drive down the road. 

>> Let's move over on this side. Right there. 

>> My name is Debbie foox. From Kennett county. I'm 
wondering why will you not be training at night? 

>> Do you want to talk to that? Can I get a 



microphone over here? 

>> Short answer is our training doesn't require it. 
Our standard training day is believe from roughly 8:00 in 
the morning to 5:00 in the evening. That's how we 
traditionally train. And we see that that won't deviate at 
this new facility. 

>> Sir, you don't feel that terrorists work in the 
dark so that your students would require to be trained in 
the dark. 

(Applause) . 

>> I wouldn't go that far. But I would say that we 
want to be good neighbors . And we understand that people 
are working all day long. And we want to to also have our 
training conducted at times not only convenient for our 
students but also for the residents. 

>> But sir, we're at war. And if you're putting in 
training facility for students for a terrorist training 
facility, shouldn't they be trained in the dark? 

>> There may be ways that we can simulate nighttime 
training without actually having the training at the 

nighttime . 

My point is for the nature of the training we do 
for the vast majority of our students is during the daytime 
hours . 

>> My concern will be once you establish residence 
and get your operation up and running my concern is you wil 
find a need and see a need to train in the dark. 



(Applause) . 

>> Let me address that. Because I think a couple of 
other things have come up this evening about the type of 
training we're doing. We are on the record with what we're 
saying here. This is public forum. What we're saying is on 
the record and it's a matter of record. And whether it's 
nighttime training or it's the size of explosive charges 
here that we're talking about and the frequency. We are on 
the record about what we're saying. And that is part of 
this process and why it's recorded and why we're here both 
this week and next week. 

>> Okay. We'll move back over here. And let's get 
some folks back here in the back corner. Sorry I've been 
neglecting you guys. Sir you in the middle. Yes. You. 

>> Yes, hello. My main concern is, as many other 
people have shown, when we don't get what you are bargaining 
for. What you want is what you're getting. You know, when 
we get what we don't want, how does that work out? Do we 

get — do you take the training center and leave? All the 
professionals that are going to be, you know, studying — 
having a hard time saying this. 

So when all your studies are done and you 
determine that, you know, that such an impact will be in 
place and it actually goes above and beyond that, how do you 
settle that? 

>> Okay. So if I understand your question correctly. 



what you're asking is as we go through this process, okay 
the environmental assessment, what happens when we get to 
the end of that process? Is that essentially what you're 
saying? How will we make a decision. 

>> No that goes as well. But when this facility is 
in place and things don't go exactly like you hoped or 
figured that they would, what do we do then? 

>> You mean if we need to make adjustments after 
we're here and operating. 

>> Yeah you sell us on what you're trying to sell us 
on oh, it's going to be limited to this and that. And then 
when it stretches above and beyond that and as the lady 
mentioned the environmental impact. You can't forecast that 
you're going to disrupt... do you see what I'm saying. 

>> Yes I understand perfectly. And I want to address 
this in two ways. First I want to address the first part. 
And then I'm going to ask Alan to address the second one. 

The the first one is operationally. Once the 
facility is up and operating how do you as the community 
address issues with things that you perceive to be happening 
on the site or with those operations. 

And unone of the things that Ellyn talked about 
early on in her presentation was our commitment to establish 
a formal community liaison position so that you folks, 
whether it's surrounding resident, whether your elected 
officials or whomever will have an interface with someone. 

I've already stepped up to the plate inside the 



organization that during the construction phase that will 
will be me. I'll be attending out the county commission 
meetings. I'll put myself out there as a person that you 
can talk to about issues during the construction and the 
development . 

Later at the site becomes operational, director 
Culver in the first meeting has already committed to 
essentially the same thing, that the training site will have 
a liaison position with the community that will be ongoing, 
you know, as part of our good neighbor policy to make 
ourselves accessible so that you as a community can address 
issues of concern, you know, that you have. 

And then — I hope that answers the operational 
piece of it. 

What I would ask Alan now to address is how do we 

address issues if, you know, a change to the development of 
the site is required and what process would be involved. 
Alan . 

>> I think actually what I heard you say was what if 
the impacts are greater than what we say they're going to 
be? So how accurate is the environmental study going to be 
and o your question whether the findings are? And I think 
we are going to be doing all of our in-depth annals in con 
junction with public agencies. The traffic studies are in 
conjunction with the state highway administration. 
Environmental resources we talked about earlier being done 



with DNR and fish and wildlife service. To be field tested. 

The historic will be done with that office. All 
of these people we'll be working within methodologies with 
them and findings with them and sharing them with you even 
before it becomes final. As it goes out on the street as a 
public document. 

We take great pride in doing this. I've 
personally been author of more than that hundred NEPA 
documents. And they predict what's happening now. If you 
gk go back to them. Whether it's urban study that says this 
part of the community is going to change in a certain way. 
And you go back and it's written 15 years ago and what's 
happening today is exactly how it's described. 

Working earlier with somebody mentioned the rally 

training center in beltsville. They're working on that as 
well expanding their resources. Again we take great pride 
in predicting from what is going to happen with those 
resources . 

>> Any of those agencies ever decline these actions 
It do they ever come in and say we don't think it's a good 
idea? 

>> The environmental document doesn't make those 
decisions. Those agencies don't make that decision — what 
they . 

>> Aren't they supposed to be coming — 
>> What they do is the information is to make sure 
that the decisions that are made by the agencies that leave 



here, that Department of State, make informed decisions, 
that they understand all the issues that are part of their 
decision makes. That's really the heart of NEPA, looking at 
alternatives and then evaluating so you make informed 
decisions. And that's really what it is. We're not making 
the decisions. We're informing those decisions. So that 
someone is taking into account all the resource issues about 
historic preservation, about traffic, natural resources, 
property values . All those things get taken into account . 
And the decision is based on information that's provided 
that helps inform that decision. 

>> Okay. We still got lot of hands up. What time is 

it? 

» 9:00. 

>> Okay. We got started a little bit late. What I'd 
like to ask, I mean I think it's apparent we're probably not 
going to get to everyone tonight. We'll be here all night. 

» That's okay. 

>> Is there — are there questions out there that 
haven't been asked, I mean in terms of something different? 
Yeah everybody. Okay. 

>> You said as long as it takes. 

>> Okay. Let's see. We got — let's go all the way 
in the back here, ma'am you with your paper held up. Stand 
up please. Thank you. 

>> I'm Caroline gable from the north part of the 



don't. I'm not directly impacted. But I do have a 
question. We keep saying no build, no build. No build. 

And you keep talking about this is going to go ahead and 
you'll mitigate. And so I'm thinking maybe you don't know 
that NEPA mandates equal value, equal weight for a no build 
alternative for us as a project. 

So I have three pages of citations from the law 
and the regs talking about the no build alternative. So I'd 
like to submit that for the record so that you will take 
into account our preferred option, which is no build. 

(Applause) . 

>> Thank you very much. Okay. Let's move right 
straight across in the back there. Right there. Thank you. 

>> I think that although there is a relatively small 
contingent within the county who sees this as an economic 
benefit to the county, the majority of the people here are 
concerned about not only the very immediate impacts of 
having firing ranges and bombs going off. But also the net 
effects of sprawl. 

We don't want to become another suburb. We don't 
want to become another northern Virginia. The government 
has already exploited northern Virginia. And I imagine 
they're pretty full by now. We don't want to be like that. 
And we know that if there is a facility built here, there 
will be other things built in proximity to it. It'll be gas 
stations. It will be 7-Elevens. You know, . And it will 
distribute to sprawl, which is something that many of us 



have been trying very hard to reign in. We want to be 
advocates for smart growth. And this is not consistent with 
the plan for the county or with smart growth. Thank you. 
(Applause) . 

>> Okay. And let's move right there in front. 
Ma'am, you yeah the rose jacket on. Thank you. 

>> I think we've heard tonight that the — that we 
can't be guaranteed jobs. So that will kind of have to go 
out as far as consideration. But it's also my understanding 

that federal facilities do not have to pay property taxes. 
And 2,000 acres of property taxes are something this county 
cannot afford right now the lose. 

And given all of this, how — just exactly what 
benefits Queen Anne's County or surrounding neighbors by 
having this facility here. Maybe the first couple years 
we'll get the benefit in the hotels or the restaurants. 
After that what is the benefit? I see none. 
(Applause) . 
>> Ellyn. 

>> Sorry I didn't see who asked the question. Oh, 
okay. We did have a discussion about this in this evening's 
workshop. Without getting into folk's personal business, we 
have started some economic analysis. It will be completed 
as part of the environmental assessment process. I should 
state that the tax — the property tax for the agricultural 
land we're considering purchasing is in the range of 12 to 



$16,000 annually. We have started a discussion with an 
attorney to see if that there could be a payment in lieu of 
taxes. We talked about a payment a little bit last month. 
And I said I can't promise anything. It's something we're 
considering in a whole range of economic issues. 

But what I can say is the initial studies for 
similar facilities and we talked about FLETC in Glynco 
Georgia a lot has seen a vast increase in economic benefits 

as well as other benefits in terms of recreation, 
opportunities things like that. 

>> (inaudible) . What kind of economic benefit ts. 

>> Specifics. 

>> There are a host of economic issues studied as 
part of the environmental assessment. I'll let Alan outline 
them a little bit in further detail in a moment. 

The quick and easy answer is income tax sales tax 
off shoot business gassation stations — 

>> We don't want that. 

>> Okay. Now I've forgotten the second part of 
question . 

>> Just basically what benefit would you be? We 
can't count on jobs. The bulletin that keeps comic to my 
door and my mailbox talks about theelz jobs. You told us 
tonight we're competing all these other people for these 
jobs. So what benefit do we have? The jobs are not bullet 
point. The taxes we don't know if we'll get any money out 
of that. You guys don't have to go along with our zoning or 



any other ordinances that we have. So where is the benefit? 
Assuming we cannot and must not let gas stations and 
7-Elevens and all that go up around us? 

>> We don't have the specific answers, yet. That's 
part of the study. I know that's not a popular answer. But 
it's the truth. 

Let me — before I hand it over to Alan to talk 
about the details of the study that go into the 
environmental assessment with regards to economics, I do 
want to also state that with regard to smart growth, and 
residual impacts that might happen. Those are also studied 
and considered. And they're things that we care about as 
well . 

And I want to take a step back because it's your 
question and a lady who asked previously about the no build 
alternative. And absolutely the no build alternative will 
be included in the one of the alternatives studied in the 
environmental assessment. 

So I'm going to ask Alan to expand a little more 
on the details of the economic study. 

>> Thank you. Part of what we're doing in this — 
and not to sound like a broken record but the methodology 
for the economic works in conjunction with the bureau for 
economic analysis. They establish multipliers for income 
for every dollar of income. People that earn that dollar 
they also spend most of that. We don't all save all of our 



money. So that spending get recirculated throughout the 
economy. The multiplier effect. And that number we're 
working on developing one for this particular project is the 
repeated spending of that money in the local economy. All 
that spending creates jobs. There is calculations for those 

things . 

It working with B EA and develop those numbers . 
The initial expenditures for construction also has 
multipliers. Every set — every dollar for construction 
contributes to the employment in the trades and in unions 
that will help either work on or supply resources to the 
facility . 

The long term employment is not just 400 jobs. 
Those 400 jobs are net new jobs. Regardless who holds them 
and who fills them and look at the people and the stamina 
here and the focus and there's going to be a lot of people 
here that could qualify for that. 

But those jobs will also create other new jobs. 
So that's the kind of information that we're going to be 
developing in the EA. And in conjunction with the bureau of 
economic analysis. 

Okay. 

>> Okay. Down in front here sir. You with the hat 
and I'll get back over here. You've been very patient. 
Appreciate your patience. 

>> How you doing. Resident, Ruthsburg. The hard 
thing you folks from GSA have to understand which still 



is — it's nightmare for myself and other neighbors in the 
area. I just want to ask one question and then just let me 
do a commentary on this part. 

So initially this project got started June 29th by 
an advertisement, which Mr. Ashley, whoever selling that 
farm you guys responded to that so now we have to take 
burden of his sale for you folks to come here. 

So what I'm asking you, what politician in Queen 
Anne's County or the state of Maryland or federally has also 
come to you folks asking for support for this project? I 
just find it hard to believe that just because one land 
owner wants to sell all this property you folks are coming 
in here. And that's the one other thing we're forgetting 
about here. This was June 2 9th. You guys are talking about 
breaking ground almost in ten months somebody stated 
earlier . 

And you keep talk act studies here and studies 
there I feel you like folks are just steam rolling this 
thing right along and we're not even thinking about none of 
the residents or nothing. We're being called unpatriotic. 
Everything else. We live there in Ruthsburg. We had a 
governor one time called us the crap house of Maryland 
eastern shore. And that hurt. And let it go. now we got 
our own people and own county. We're small minorities here 
in. And this whole thing is going off one person wanting to 
sell for his gain which he has a right to do but now we have 



to pay the price because he wants to sell the property. I 
have to accept the fact you're coining in here. It's 

barreling. That's the way it's being presented. I don't 
know about anybody else here. But I'm telling you it's like 

you guys are coming and we got nothing to say about it . 
(Applause) . 

. . . every time in your studies everybody mentions 
if we come. It was well when we come. It was never brought 
up in the con — and I'm sorry. I'll look every one of you 
in the eye. Call me what you want. You guys ain't coming 
into my town without a fight. I'm not doing it. 

(Applause) . 

>> What are our rights? 

>> Okay. Thank you very much. I appreciate your 
comment, you know, we realize that this is a very emotional 
issue for all of you. I'm a government employee. Most of 
the people down here on the front row are government pleas . 
We're not elected politicians. Okay. We have stood up 
here. We have said we want your input. We understand your 
concerns. We're going look at that. We're going to do the 
best that we can to try and design and develop and build a 
facility that we think will work for us and will also work 
for you. 

Director Culver has stood up and said 
operationally we'll do everything we can to try and make 
this palatable. We have an obligation to try and provide 



the best training for these individuals that we can for 
individuals going overseas. I don't think you dispute that. 
And I I understand that you don't necessarily want it in 
your backyard. 

>> Yes we don't want it. 

>> We don't want it: It's too intense. 

>> Thank you we've hard that. 

>> Listen. 

(Applause) . 

>> And I will say that that is one point of view. 
The other point of view is that we think that we can 
realistically, working with you, develop a site that will be 
productive — 

>> We don't want we don't want it. 

>> It will not work. 

>> Okay. Well then we'll move onto the next point 
then which is a site selection proton process. And Ed can 
you touch on that a little bit in terms of the involvement 
of the elected officials in the process. 

>> Yeah as Adam outlined the schedule there. It was 
an aggressive schedule. In June we put out the ad. Around 
the time frame in September. Part of our normal process is 
we do outreach tt brokers the local economic development and 
even local officials. And that happened in around the 
September time frame. That all led to the decision on 



November 30th of this preferred site. 

Beyond that it ' s the environmental assessment 
process that brings in the — I heard the comment on the 
neighbors and the general public. And that's what we're to 
do. Is to hear your concern, study the concerns and publish 
the report on what those are. And I think that's already 
been spoken to. 

So that's how we did involve the community getting 
up to the preferred site and once that was selected the NEPA 
process expands that audience. 

>> What politicians were there though when you 
approached? Commissioner, senators. . 

>> When we site tour that was done at staff level. 
It wasn't elected officials on the. 

>> I'm pretty sure that should be a matter of public 
record. It's September 2nd when we conducted the initial 
site visit. We met up in the Queen Anne's County office 
space up there. There were staff members there from the 
county, from the state, from I believe economic development 
councils. There were a variety of individuals there. 
There were no elected politicians. 

>> We live right next to it. 

>> Why weren't we invited. 

>> I would stress at that particular point, okay, 
this was just one of many sites that we were looking at. 



This was the initial site visit to that site. A decision 



had not been made. So as we've said all along, it was way 
too early in the process to wring bring in the public. We 
didn't make a decision until November 30th that this was 
even going to the site that was going to be the selected 
site . 

>> No disrespect here or nothing be my problem is you 
did this so fast. Your thing right here said 34030 — 
thirty sites. One day a piece? This is where the trust 
level comes. I just don't see how you're going to be able 
to do this and you got this planned out and this was four or 
five months ago let's all shake hands. And that's just 
(inaudible) . 

>> I understand your concerns. And I don't know how 
to convince you. You know the implication is that somehow 
we as government employees have not done proper due 
diligence on this. You know, short of showing you the time 
sheets for the team members and extra hours we worked and a 
weekends as we poured over these things, I mean I'm not sure 
I could ever provide you response that would satisfy you 
that we're doing what we're legally obligated to do in terms 
of looking at this particular site. 

My sense is that I can't satisfy you with an 
answer other than that other than to tell you that any of 
these people down here are not going to risk going to jail 

by circumventing a required process. 

I promised these folks I'd come back over here to 



far couple more questions. Let me get him and then you 
guys. Okay. 

>> Bill Smith. I live off of Terri lane in car line 
county. In the absence of time let me ask these questions. 

You lay out the training program at this at time. 
Can this program or will this program be modified or 
increased in the future? 

>> Okay. That's a good question and it goes back to 
the same issue of how can we guarantee that once you're on 
the site that you're not going to expand beyond, you know, 
what you say you're going to be doing right now? Is that 
essentially what you 'ring is sir? Okay. 

I'm not sure what I could tell you that would 
convince you that we're not going to do that. The training 
program that we have projected for this site is already 
projecting the growth that we anticipate by the time that 
we're going to be operational in the site. 

We don't train ten thousand students a year now. 
We only train maybe 6200. But we know that we're going to 
grow. We're trying to incorporate that into the plan as 
well as some additional growth factor. But what we've said 
is we're not going to expand beyond these sites. We're not 
going to be acquiring additional land. We're not going to 

be adding training requirements that would basically deviate 
from the types of training that we're currently doing there 
now . 

Ellyn, do you want to add something to that? 



>> I did want to add that part of the NEPA process 
defines — it's based on what we've defined as the training 
program. If that were ever to change in the future, for a 
reason that we can't see now, we would have to go through 
this process again. The NEPA process would have to be 
repeated if there was a substantial change. 

I think the best example is what happens when you 
want to blow up bigger detonations to do more training? We 
couldn't just do that. We'd have to go through another 
environmental review. And that would include public process 
as well. 

That's not probably the full answer you want of a 
promise b. But it's — that's the assurance we can give 
you . 

>> Okay. I promised these folks over here I'd get 
back to them. Where's the mic at? Okay. Sir, let me get 
you in the black suit and coat first. Then sir, right in 
front of him. 

>> Don Plaus f airier. If a bomb goes off I'd leak 

know who's going to support my family. The questions I have 
mostly for this lady that says there niece budget . Any 

sound business decision starts with a budget. You don't 
know what the savings is going to be. You have no idea and 
you're proposing building this with no budget. That's 
typical government as far as I'm concerned. As far as the 
environmental impact I'd like to see you possibly notify 



everyone and set off one of those three pound bombs in one 
of those silos on that farm and see what the impact is for 
all of us . 

(Applause) . 

>> Ellyn do you want to address the first part of 

that . 

>> Let me address the first part about the budget. I 
hope what I said was that we haven't finished calculating 
the total cost savings . We certainly have a budget . We 
have a budget for phase one. Part of the master planning 
effort . 

>> You have a budget for spending money. You don't 
have a budget for what this is going to save by 
consolidating . 

>> That was the whole YTD of this to consolidate to 
save money — 

>> Correct. What I said was we don't have the exact 
number yet . 

>> How do you go into a project and not know how much 
money it's going save? 

>> I'll tell you. There are a number of factors that 
effect that. One of those factors is the location that 
you're consolidating. It has to do with market values here. 
Rates of employment. All sorts of things. 

>> The government has never been able to work within 
a budget. And you don't make sound business decisions. 

>> I guess I don't need to answer that. Okay. 



>> Let me address this second part of that. 
Discussion of setting off a 3-pound charge. We've heard 
numerous times that, you know, folks don't really have a 
grasp of what that might be like, you know. And we've tried 
to provide some comparisons. But one of the things that 
we're committed to do and we're trying to coordinate now is 
to set up an explosives demonstration. Where, we will 
coordinate with a site and we will set up a demonstration 
with a series of blasts on on these varying sizes and make 
it available to focus, particularly you folks folks who live 
adjacent to the site. I can't tell you exactly when or 
where. But we'll make it available as soon as we can 
coordinate it . 

>> And for most of us it's a fear of the unknown. 
You're not showing videos. You're minimizing. It but if 
you show videos of this training taking place so people can 
see it and understand it. 

>> That's another option and certainly very good 

input . we can certainly take a look at that . . 

You in the middle here in the gray shirt. 
>> John old father. I was talking to a gentlemen in 
the noise workshop and I was looking at his chart. And from 
the location of my house, a 3-pound bomb either mitigated or 
not would have the same sound of 101 to 111 decibals. And I 
understand at 120 decibals you need hearing protection? Is 
that true? And the second part why with mitigation and not 



mitigation would it be the same 101 to 11 decibals. 

>> Good question and I'll have to turn to the 
acoustical engineers. 

>> The mitigation is really dependent on — — noise 
walls are actually much more effective the closesser you are 
to the noise source. So unfortunately the further you go 
out from a noise source from berm and is barriers and even 
vegetation the less effective some of those things can be. 
And especially with the explosives situations, the impulsive 
nature of the noise means that some of those mitigations 
are -- they're not — you're not going to get 30 or 40 
decibals of reduction. You get far less than that 
unfortunately . 

>> There was no difference. How do you explain that? 
>> Okay. Can we get — sir you're back here holding 
up hands. Thank you very much. 
>> Forgot about me. 



>> Did you have a question too? 
» I did. 

>> My apolitician aapologies . 
It . 

>> Pretty obvious to me and I don't know if it's 
obvious to you or not . But it ' s pretty obvious that the 
community really doesn't want this. So why continue to 
waste money trying to put it here. Just go somewhere else. 
I don't quite understand. Why would you continue to waste 
money doing this. 



>> Well okay let's tackle the first for of the 
question. Ha we realize that the majority of people don't 
want this. 

(Applause) . 

... we realize there is a very strong very vocal 
opposition to this project. But we we also believe that 
there is a very strong vocal support for that project. 
>> Where are they 

>> They don't live here that. Aear 20 miles away. 
>> If they cared they'd be here. 

>> Second part of your question is why do we continue 
to waste money. Is again I don't think that any of these 
individuals down here who are responsible as stewards of the 
government's money feel like that this is a waste of money. 

The process that we're going through right now is 

the process that we would go through for any site. And so 
make a — quite honestly, we don't have enough information 
right now to make an informed decision about the fact of 
whether the training site is appropriate here or not. 

>> Well this is the third meeting and we've been here 
more than two hours. How much time you need? How much 
time? 

>> Schedule? Anybody want to address that? I mean 
this. . . okay. Sir, right here in the middle. 
>> I'm trip Callahan from Ruthsburg. 
>> Get a mic. 



>> Get a Mike phone down here for him. 

>> My name is trip Callahan from Ruthsburg. And 
could you all give us some specific examples of what you 
need to know about this site or discover from your work with 
the environmental assessment is that would necessitate you 
doing an environmental impact study? 

>> Okay. Good question. Alan, can I ask you to 
address that please. 

>> There's been a lot of talk about EAs versus EISs. 
Environmental assessment versus impact statement . 

And what they typically. Actually wrote part of a 
book on this. EA is typically about secondary information. 
Available traffic counts. Available data from the county. 
And a EIS is typically about primary data. When you go out 

and collect your own information. Conduct traffic analysis 
and conduct all sorts of primary data analysis specific to 
that project. 

In this case that's what we're doing. Conducting 
traffic information. Counts as soon as school's back in 
session. Conducting archeological sway of the site. 
Wetlands delineation of the site. Once the snow goes away. 

We're going to conduct a sway of architectural — 
historic architectural resources. Look at visual quality 
and do specific visual simulationings . We're doing noise 
studies and modeling the noise and certain locations. All 
those are primary studies and's all going to be part of the 
environmental assessment. It's a very rigorous and thorough 



environmental assessments. 

The issue is do get informed analysis and enough 
information so someone can make a good decision. At the end 
of the environmental assessment do you need to go further 
analysis and do an environmental impact statement or do you 
have a finding of no significant impact. That's what weaver 
we're endeavoring to find out. 

>> But is there any specific things that you could 
tell us tonight that, like, if you found this on the site or 
this was a result of your noise, that that would necessitate 
you going to the next step of it? Because I understand the 
next step would be an environmental impact statement. 

>> That's one possible next step, yes. 
>> Well, how do you is there anything you can tell us 
about it . 

>> I can't predict where — that would be prejudging 
the outcome. 

>> I just want you to tell us some idea of what level 
or what you would need to know to go — to have to go 
(inaudible) . 

>> I guess — well we don't want to or not want to. 

We just don't know ft yet. You have to work the process 
first . 

What you're asking, is there some sort of red flag 
or some sort of snail dart or some issue. You know, those 
aren't really what stop projects necessarily. That's — I 



mean, I think there's this misinformation that NEPA's out to 
stop projects. NEPA is there to make good decisions. And 
sometimes that decision is to change the project and modify 
or mitigate it. And move forward. Sometimes it's well 
maybe rethink the entire project. That's not really NEPA's 
to decide as much as the — environmental assessment to 
decide. It's the agency decision makers to make decisions 
based on the environmental assessment. The premise of what 
you're asking is not answerable yet. We have to go through 
that process. 

>> Sir back here in the middle. 

>> What I got is I have a few questions about the 
range design and some of the lead abatement procedures and 
patrol parole protocols. With both the indoor and outdoor 
range do they have some sort of concrete or impervious flors 
in them and that sound deadening — ish as all ranges are 
built now days . 

>> Chris peoples to talk to that. Corey can you 
bring up the pictures of the ranges? I think that's 
probably the best way to describe it. 

>> Okay. I guess so I understand your question, I 
guess you're asking what the finishes are, whether they're 
pourous whether they're — I didn't see who was asking. 
Whether hay they're pourous, whether they're hard surface. 
Is that correct. 

>> Yeah. You understand the atomic number of lead is 
what 82 so it's a very heavy element and I don't know how 



many know that and just what we're doing to keep it out of 
the floors. All the Olympic training centers we sheet we've 
got hard coated floors and I want know if there's the same. 

>> The floor surface will be a nonpourous . It's 
concrete. But it'll be sealed to an extent much like a 
skateboard finish, if you will. Something that's not going 
to have any abrasive texture in order to trap any of the 
contaminants . 

Beyond that the walls obviously are going to be 

concrete, steel, some kind of mitigating. 
>> Some kind of — 

>> Yeah. That will contain all the ammunition rounds 
for that firing range. We will also be adding acoustical. 
>> Acoustic deadening material. 

>> Right. Exactly to mitigate the sound at the 
facility itself. So there's a lot of different textures. 
But all bb especially floor in respect that we want to make 
sure that we do not trap contaminants. These will be 
cleaned and maintained to a standard. The E PA will be 
monitoring. There is a whole bunch of standards that have 
to be met and the state department has to abide by them. 

>> The only other question I have is with everybody 
here how many people in the audience here have actually been 
to a range where they're doing this type of training and 
have this type of discharge of firearms and they're there on 
a daily weekly monthly basis like some of us are?. . . you 



have . 

>> Harpers peri ferry. I know the range. Been down 
the quantity quote. — — and, you know, I can tell you. 
You can go down to nob creek down in kinetic energy Kentucky 
where they're discharging gatling guns down there. 

>> Can I say one thing to you military people and 
many state troopers and officers said the same thing you do 
and they also said they wouldn't want it in their backyard. 



That's exactly what they said. 

>> That's because they're in dated ranges. Like — 
look at . 

>> — harpers ferry. 

>> Harpers. It's not indoors like this is. It's not 
the same. You're comparing apples and oranges with that 
one . 

» Ma'am. 

>> I have to say a couple things. The gentlemen down 
there one of your guys talked about reverse commuting. To 
mitigate the bay bridge. But then you also talked about 
putting a thousand more jobs over here. So I don't quite 
understand how that's reverse commuting. But I guess you'll 
figure that out. Right? 

>> Can't hear back here. 

>> We can't hear it on TV either. 

>> Sorry. The people that are out counting traffic 
doing the track pattern thing, they were by my house at 
10:30. Seriously. There's no one around at 10:30. Peoples 



in school. Everybody's at work. They need to come in the 
morning. They need to come at 6:00. Not at 4:30 where they 
were in the evening. They need to come at 5:00 and 6:00 in 
the evening then. And then you can get a better idea of 
what traffic's actually like in the area. In the summer 
time also. 

And the other thing I have is I understand that 
the final decision will be made by senior officials within 
the DOS and the GSA. Are they here? 

» No . 

>> Okay. 

>> All right let's talk about the traffic real quick. 
Kevin you talk about the traffic study methodology please. 

>> Kevin fa lean with walls can — traffic engineers. 
As far as the traffic counts I'm the project manager for the 
traffic study and I have not authorized any traffic counts. 
So that was not us. I just can't say who that was. That's 
not us. But we have coordinated the traffic study with SHA. 
With the traffic consultant on worked on behalf of Queen 
Anne's County. And we're going to be counting all day long 
to. Really truly identify what the peak hours are. And 
that's we're going to evaluate. The morning peak hour. The 
midday peak hour and also the evening peak hour which will 
be the peak traffic generation periods for our study. 

>> The days and times will be noted? 

>> The days and times will be noted in the traffic 



study when they occur. And there is a set rule when you can 
and can't count. Schools have to be in session. Obviously 
these weather conditions have cancelled a few of our traffic 
counts. We've been trying to get out and do them. But the 
weather has not been greeting. Holidays. We have find 

typical days. And the question is we know, we know the 
traffic out here is different in the summer than it is 
today. And that is with Queen Anne's County adequate public 
facilities ordinance we have to abide by their methodologies 
on conducting the traffic study and that involves so 
variations. So we have to look at the summer traffic. 

>> Was you haven't done any. And you said you just 
cancelled some because of the weather. So were they the 
first ones. 

>> Again those traffic counts were done by us. That 
was another party not related to this project as far as I'm 
aware . 

» Okay. 

>> Can I get you sir back here in the back. Where's 
the mic on that side? Go ahead and stand up sir. 

>> Slightly different question. I was just — I 
assume all your associates here having so focused on this 
are very familiar with president Obama ' s executive order of 
May of last year on the Chesapeake bay strategy. With that 
in mind wonder if you sought any input from the white house 
or EPA or other federal agencies regarding is Chesapeake 
strategy as I say is articulated in that executive order 



which called for the coordination of all federal agencies 
regarding his priority of trying to restore and clean up the 
Chesapeake bay. And specifically outlined in that executive 

order is he calls for federal leadership in preventing and 
this is a quote, the loss of farm lands in the development 
of the bay water shed. 

Have you sought their input as compliance with 
that executive order? 

(Applause) . 

>> No, we have not actually contacted the white house 
about this yet. In the office of environmental quality, 
which is the White House's oversight of NEPA. Will be part 
of this process. But we are complying with the executive 
order without their kind of telling us how to do that. 

>> The EPA is the lead agency on that executive order 
and I would think you would be required to go to them 
(inaudible) compliance of this project with that executive 
order. I assume you'll be doing that? 

>> We are doing that. 

>> (inaudible) . 

>> Let me just add one more thing there too in terms 
of coordination with the White House and that type of thing 
because the ARRA slash stimulus money there is a lot of 
executive level oversight of everything both in the state 
department and other federal agencies. We have to report, 
you know, weekly status of funds, activities — everything 



to both office of management and budget and up to the vice 
president's office who is responsible for the execution of 

the stimulus passage package. 

So from that aspect there is a lot of executive 

oversight . 

Focus we need to wrap up and remind you again that 
on the 23rd next week. We'll have another one of these 
sessions. Following exactly this format, same presentation 
with the Q and A. So if you'd like to get 3 more questions 
I'll be happy to take those. 

Okay. Start right here. Sir you in the blue 

shirt . 

Go ahead and stand up. We'll get you microphone. 

>> Name's Ray hard city. If you haven't seen a 
documentary that was mentioned earlier, I definitely advise 
you to check it out. It's human testimony. These guys have 
experienced. They've gotten all the promises that we're 
seeing here now. They went with it. Now they got to live 
with it. And when you see that you're going to see what the 
remains were. A gentlemen down here earlier said he's going 
out on a line saying you guys won't expand. And you say 
he'll be accountable. Who's going to hold you guys 
accountable for that? 

>> Okay. Well first thing I would say is we actually 
do have a copy of the video. And we're going to take it 
back. Question pretty much say that the project team will 
be looking at that tomorrow and, you know, by the time we 



come back on Tuesday we'll be able to provide you hopefully 
with some realistic comments related to what you saw on that 
particular video. 

Who holds us accountable? We all have bosses. 
You know, we're accountable. We have accountable 
individuals at senior levels of both the GSA and the state 
department and we have guidelines for what we need to do for 
this. It's — I have — we have certain authorities, you 
know, that we've been given. But we can't exceed them 
without going higher on the food chain. 

I'm not sure what you are asking in terms of who's 
going to hold us accountable? 

>> I guess what I'm saying is a lot of promises were 
made how that sight was going to be. And once the gates 
were on that site changed dramatically. And the people 
around it had no control. 

>> Okay. I'll tell you what to do because you have 
me at a disadvantage because I haven't seen the video. I 
only have a general understanding of what the facility is 
there and how it came to be. Give us an opportunity to take 
a look at the visit video. 

you know, if you're here an the 23rd I'll be more 
than happy to address those issues again. 

>> I think it might with be helpful if you sit with 
the guy who went down there and filmed and it and shot it. 



A lot of questions were done that evidence it edit out of 
that . 

>> I certainly don't have a problem sitting down with 
Mr. storm and talk about that after I've had a chance to 
take a look at it. You know, if he's willing to have a two 
way dialogue about it. I'd be very interested to hear his 
experience . 

Okay let's go back over here to the middle. 
You've been very patient. Thank you very much. I'm sorry. 
Down here in front. Go ahead and stand up sir. 

>> Couple questions. How many people's lives do you 
disrupt before you walk away from this? Because I know from 
me you're going to disrupt my life. I mean you're going to 
destroy it. So how many lives do you destroy before you 
leave? That's the first question. 

>> Okay. And what you're asking is how long are we 
going to continue this before we decide to pack up and go 
away . 

>> Oh, yeah you've done that you're going to wait on 
the study. And you say you've done a couple hundred of them 
or whatever. So you must have some idea of how many lives 
you're going the disrupt or destroy before you walk way from 
it . 

>> Well for one we don't have enough information yet 
to make a decision about whether we need to walk pay way. 



And the second part is we eve been saying all night we can't 



make an informed decision. To do anything other than that 
would be predetermination. 

>> You've done it in the past, right? You've made 
these determinations before. 

>> You mean in terms of similar type projects. 

» Yeah. 

>> I've not done a similar type project. There have 
been numerous environmental assessments for various types of 
projects. But the answer remains the same. Until the study 
is complete you don't make decision. 

>> Well, I mean you must have some idea but whatever. 
You say that the reason this has to be 150 miles 
from DC is the two and a half hour drive time. What if you 
threw somebody on a plane? Wouldn't that expand it a lot? 

>> I'm sorry I'm not understanding your question. 

>> You say the reason for the 150-mile radius is 
because you want it to be within a two and a half hour drive 
from Washington. If you threw people on a plane wouldn't 
that expand how far you could put another facility. 

>> Yes. Okay. If you were saying that we were not 
limited to 150 miles because we were going to use airplane 
transportation to move people to wherever the site had to 
be. You're correct. Okay. 

But the second part of that is and I need to 

emphasize is that our constituents the folks we train are 
located in Washington DC. So one of the other goals is to 



achieve not only economic efficiencies by minimizing the 
travel, but operational efficiencies and organizational 
efficiencies by having these functions colocated in an area 

Ellyn has very eloquently said, we have not 
completed the detailed cost analysis times 10 to the cost 
benefit, the return on the investment yet to determine, you 
know, what is the economic impact if I were to put this in 
Nevada and have to fly ten thousand people to Nevada to 
conduct training. In terms of air transportation, per diem 
lodging and all of those particular issues. 

So you're right. If we were not limited to 150 
imles, a whole host of opportunities become available to us 
But then that would be counter to some of the initial 
concepts that we were trying to achieve. 

Next one sir. 

>> What I'm thinking is this place I keep hearing 
about up in New York. You could jump from Washington to 
New York on a plane in a heartbeat . It would be even quake 
quicker than trying to get across the bay bridge in the 
summer time. 

(Applause) . 

. . . you can fly an awful lot of people for — 
million dollars for quite some time. 



>> Like I say I don't have enough information at thi 
time to dispute your point. So I won't try to convince you 
otherwise at this point. 

Sir. Over on this side. 



>> You've said there won't be any helicopter 
training. But will there be helicopter flights coming in 
from Washington or elsewhere to come into the site? Will 
officials be coming into the site? Will there be any 
helicopters at all flying into the site? 

>> Okay. Is that the last of it or something else. 

» No that's it. 

>> What we have said is that there are no training 
helicopter operations planned for this flight. There is no 
helicopter pad planned for this site or located on this 
site. On the December 22nd Steve Mergens the then director 
of diplomatic security and the — public phone conversation 
did make the point that there may be VIPs that might fly in 
from time to time. 

>> What to see the pork. 

» To see the what? 

>> To see the pork. Senator — — taking a 
helicopter in from capitol hill to see the pork project. 

>> I certainly will not speak for our elected 
officials. What I'm saying is our state department — 

>> So there will be occasional PR — d via helicopter 
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flying over our heads . 
» Thank you. 
» Thank you. 
>> You are rude. 

>> Is it okay if I ask a question. I've been here 



all night. I've held up my hand all night. 

>> I'm not even from here. I'm from Talbot county 
and my dentist had his furnace shut off because the Aberdeen 
shook his house that badly. It hit the furnace switch. 
It's hard to define what a community is is very hard for me 
to tell you what you need to know in two seconds but what 
you're planning to do is effect my life --ish okay last 
question. Who are you so say that I have a lot to say and 
one thing I'd like to say about this reverse commuting just 
because you seem to be willing to do studies and knot ask 
the people who actually know. They reverse the flow on the 
bridge all the time. They max it out. There isn't any 
anything as reverse commuting. They — — 

What I really want to know and to get down to the 
nitty-gritty, who are those instructors. Are you going to 
have all black water people running around and you will 
doing surveillance in Easton. It can't be as mull — — 
chesten town and Easton. Are are we going to have 
surveillance. Are you going to have — — —
